It points out that 
the apparent intention of the 
resolution is to develop trends 
in state expenditures as they 
relate to a) growth in popula­ 
tion; b) inflation, or price 
changes; and c) "expanding 
state responsibilities." which 
might be defined as including 
all expansions in authorizations 
for state functions and pro-! 
grams. ,
